CHAIRMAN SCOTT: Pursuant to the provisions of

the Illinois Open Meetings Act, I now convene a

regularly scheduled Bench Session of the Illinois

Commerce Commission. With me in Springfield are

Commissioner Colgan, Commissioner McCabe, Acting

Commissioner Del Valle, and Acting Commissioner Maye.

I am Chairman Scott. We have a quorum.

Starting, on behalf of all the

Commissioners, we would like to welcome Commissioner

Maye to the Illinois Commerce Commission. We look

forward to working with you. So congratulations.

ACTING COMMISSIONER MAYE: Thank you, Chairman

Scott. I so wished to have this opportunity.

CHAIRMAN SCOTT: Before moving into the agenda,

according to Section 1700.10 of Title II of the

Administrative Code, this is the time we allow

members of the public to address the Commission.

Members of the public wishing to address the

Commission must notify the Chief Clerk's Office at

least 24 hours prior to Commission meetings.

(Whereupon Mr. MacBride spoke on
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Public Utilities issues.)

Moving now to the Transportation Agenda,

we will begin with the approval of minutes from our

March 6 Bench Session.

I do want to state at the outset that

Commissioner Maye will be abstaining on all votes

today, which is perfectly understandable; she just

started Monday. So Commissioner Maye will not be

voting on any of the proposals today.
